RESUBDIVISION OF PARTS OF LOTS NOS. 3,4,5,6,7 AND 8,
OF FREDERICKSBURG ROAD ACRES NO. 2, LOCALLY KNOWN AS
2006 SOUTH LAMAR BOULEVARD, IN THE CITY OF AUSTIR,
TRAVIS COUNTY, TEXAS; ORDERING A CHANGE IN THE USE

The Mayor announced that the ordinance had been finelly passed.
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MR. AMOS HEROLD suggested & plan for the Auditorium which he believed
would be better than the one now planned, as the one under consideration, he
believed was & waste of space; the balcony right in the middle, the seats
were too small; and he believed that with 70,000 #gyuare feet, room for 10,500
people could be provided. The Architect, MR. JESSEN, went over the plans
with Mr. Herold,and @ouncil and answered Mr. Herold's remarks in detailed
explanstion, pointing out the difference between the avditorium section and
the combined auditorium space with the other space for conventions and the
like. The chairs are standard opers seats; the other chairs referred to were
folding chairs. He explained the accoustics. It was brought out that the
plans for the Auditorium had been under study for several years and under
consultants. Mr. Herold was thanked for coming in and giving his ideas.

E. G. STEFFAN, 900 West 31st, was
opposed to the change of zoming. MRS TOM JOHNSON was opposed to the sale of
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beer for consumption on the premises, as this was a bus stop where little girls
leave the bus as they come home from school; amnd they a1l had gread pride im
their meighborhood and did mot wamt it brokem down. MR. O. ASHIEY opposed the
zoning of this property, as there were mo parking spaces provided; the cars
have to use sidewalk space; its a shame to clutter Lamar Boulevard with ham-
burger stamds and beer Joints., MRS, A. A, PENN imquired if petitions filed

in the previous hearing were before the Council, as they had beem turned in

a year ago. Others preseat im opposition were MBS L, A, CALDWELL and MRS. C.L.
SHANNON. The hearimg was comtinued umtil Jume 16th.

Im such suit, plaintiffs
seek to recover agaimst the City of Austin the sum of . $70,000.00 to cover the
damages to theilr property by the City of Austim, and in addition thereto, a
claim against Dean Skimner, the sub-contractor on the job for damages 1o other
portions of the Beldinmg property, imcludimg fire loss.

"We have worked out & temtative settlememt with Mr. Skinmer on the damages
caused by his agent, subject to a settlement with the City of Austin.

"Your office and member of this firm have been in consultation for many
months im ar attempt to work out am equitable adjustment of this matter.

I urderstand that you have likewise consulted with various officials of the
City of Austin, including the Engineering Department, as well as Mr. Ed
